The fairness and equity of such

Place in deep crock or 
tight wooden keg and tamp down 
firmly with wooden masher to ex­ 
tract juice and force out air. Re­ 
peat until all cabbage is used. 
Press down, cover with a clean 
white cloth, then with a plate or 
round 
w ooden 
b oard 
sm a ll 
enough to fit down inside crock, 
and weight down with a clean 
rock or brick, to keep cabbage 
covered with brine that forms os 
salt draws juice from cabbage. 
Keep In a warm place, 7 5* to 
8 5s F. Inspect each day, remove 
scum with spoon, and rinse cloth 
in dear wafer. 
The kraut will be fermented or 
"cu re d " in 10 to 20 days, de­ 
pending upon the amount of cab­ 
bage and the tem perature at 
which if is kept.

If scum forms re 
move it. The kraut will ferment 
for a few days, and will be ready 
to use in a month.
